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Celeste, Ferguson lead 
Democratic state sweep

COLUMBUS--State Auditor 
Thomas Ferguson said it best 
“It's a great year to be a Demo- 
crat,” he chortled to a packed, 
enthusiastic crowd at the 
Columbus Sheraton Hotel 

The crowd responded. In a 
historic year, Ferguson led a 
state ticket in which Gov 
Richard F. Celeste became the 
first Democratic governor, in 
32 years, to win re-election. He 
did it against the same man 
that the last Democrat 
defeated -- former Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. 

Ferguson and Celeste 
topped a statewide ticket, 
which won almost every seat 
possible by the widest of mar- 
gins. Ferguson won more than 
66 percent of the vote in his 
race against Republican state 
representative Ben Rose; 
Celeste defeated Rhodes 60 


percent to 40 percent; Demo- 
cratic Secretary of State Sher- 
rod Brown defeated former 
Cuyahoga County Commis- 
sioner Vincent Campanella by 
the same margin; and Treas- 
urer Mary Ellen Withrow 
turned back the well-financed 
campaign of Cleveland-area 
state representative Jeff Jac- 
obs by 55 percent to 45 
percent 

Senator John Glenn fended 
off the effort of conservative 
Republican Congresman 
Thomas Kindness with 62 per- 
cent of the vote, against Kind- 
ness’ 38 percent. 

Only in th state Supreme 
Court races did Democratic 
dominance end; incumbent 
Chief Justice Frank Cele- 
breeze, stung by charges that 
he had received campaign

‘She’s Gotta Have It’ gets 
high praise from reviewer

Spike Lee is a bright, young 
filmmaker from Brooklyn who 
has acritically acclaimed hit on 
his hands with his second 
movie, “She's Gotta Have It.” 

After the long-winded, acri- 
monious debate over “The 


Color Purple,” “She's Gotta * 


Have It” is just what the doctor 
ordered: a zingy breath mint of 
good humored commentary on 
the dating game among young 
Blacks. There will be no Phil 
Donahue Show panel discus- 
sions on Spike Lee’s film. Tony 
Brown will not demand that 
you boycott it. Why? Because 
it makes you laugh while it tells 
you the truth. 

On the surface, the film fol- 
lows the exploits of its heroine, 
Nola Darling, a fiercely inde- 
pendent young Black libertine 
who openly juggles three lov- 
ers in: search of personal fulfil- 
iment. Of course, the men in 
her life are outraged at not 
being THE MAN in her life and 
each demands, in ironic role 
reversal, that Nola keep herself 
only to him. 


However, if one looks deeper 
into the movie, it is clear that 
Lee has given us a timely field 
report on the state of personal 
relationships among young 
Blacks. His stinging message 
is that Black men, ravaged by 
societal forces and undone by 
their own self-pity, have 
become caricaturized. They 
have been whittled down into 
“portions” of the men their 
women need. 

Nola “pieces together” her 
real Black man out of three 
men precisely because she 
cannot find all of what she 
wants in one. In the wise- 
cracking Mars (played by Lee), 
she finds the humorous pal 
who's fun to be around. In 
Greer, a Billy Dee Williams- 
styled “Buppie,” Nola gains the 
handsome social climber who 
can show her the finer things in 
life. Finally, in Jamie, the no- 
frills traditionalist, she discov- 
ers the stable, sensitive com- 
panion she. needs. What galls 
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-. darling actress 
all three men to no end is that 
Darling is completely honest 
about what she’s doing. Men 
often are not. In this film, Lee 
noticeably abstains from pass- 
ing judgment on Nola’s expec- 
tations and morals. 

That the 29-year-old Lee 
produced this movie for under 
$175,000 and filmed it in twelve 
days during the stick of Brook- 
lyn’s summer in July 1985 only 


’ makes it more impressive. 


Billy Lee, a New York City 
jazz musicians and Spike's 
father, scored the movie and 
Belinda Lee, Spike's sister, 
appears ina minor role. Just as 
Bill Cosby honestly uses his 
life experience to make univer- 
sal observations on the family, 
Spike uses his life experience 
to make some universal obser- 
vations on the dilemmas of 
modern romance. 

If you appreciate this kind of 
clarity and integrity in good 
filmmaking, then you've gotta 
see “She's Gotta Have It.” The 
film opens Friday, November 7, 
at the Drexel Theatre.

John Thompson, the state 
representatve from the 16th 
House District in Cleveland, died 
recently at his home. He was 59. 

it is almost impossible for me 
to write in an unbiased fashion 
about John Thompson. He was 
my friend, and one of my first 
bosses. He was a loyal employer, ° 
who only wanted to see those 
with whom he worked advance. 

But he was also more than that. 
He was a man who became one 
of the acknowledged leaders in 
health care regulation in Ohio. - 
He took a committee, the Health 

and Retirement Committee, | 
which was primarily concerned 
only with retirement bills and 
made it the place where large 
battles regarding the regulation 
of physicians and hospitals were 
fought. In other words, he was a 
man who learned how to use the 
legislative process to craft posi- 
tive change for Ohio's citizens. 


’ John was a beneficiary of his- 
tory. In the 1960s, Blacks were 
underrepresented in the state 
legislature because of gerry- 
mandering. In 1966, the first 
group of Black legislators was 
elected under the new system of 
“one man, one vote."

was first elected, after a couple of 
unsuccessful electoral runs, in 
1970. 

For 16 years, Thompson was a 
popular legislator in his district. 
Most of the time, he ran without 
opposition. Once, in 1978, the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer had the 


temerity and unmitigated gall to 
endorse one of his. two oppo- 
nents. When he won that 
election, with 78 percent of the 
vote, the Plain Dealer, properly 
chastened, never opposed him 
again. Neither, by the way, did 
many others. 
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It was in 1978 that John 
Thompson began what amounted 
to a second career as a leader in 
health care. He had just been 
appointed chairman of his com- 
mittee in 1977, and was hearing 
primarily retirement legislation. 

However, John Thompson in 
1978 convened a statewide legis- 
lative committee to study the 
problems of the availability, 
accessibility, and cost of health 
care, and later came out witha 
report that made several 
recommendations: 


Although none of the bills were 
passed immediately, many of his 
ideas--inctuding substantially 
expanding funding to local health 
districts--have been passed into 
law in subsequent years.

‘The Africans’: A superb series under attack

At a time when much of TV programming either denigrates both 


African and African American communities or ignores them entirely, itis 
good to be able to celebrate one truly fine series. Its’ name: “The 
Africans.” 

This 9-part series is being shown weekly over tne Public Broadcasting 
System. And for the first time, we are being permitted to view aseries on 
Africa trom an African point of view. Will wonders never cease! 

Mayor Harold Washington of Chicago called the program a “work of 
ait’ ard an “exemplary educational contribution.” Reviews in Black 
publications, too, have overwhemlingly praised the series. 

However, there are those who have tried to shoot the programs down. 
Most important among them is Lynne Cheney, chairperson of the power- 
ful National Endowment for the Humanities (or NEH). As a result of Ms. 
Cheney's opposition, the NEH withheld the $50,000 it had committed for 
publicity. She claimed, the series was “an anti-western diatribe." 

Like Mayor Washington and many others, however, | have thoroughly 
enjoyed and have been greatly edified by the series thus far. Dr. Ali 
Mazrui, writer and narrator of the program, is ascholar of the first order. 
He holds an M.A. from Columbia University, a doctorate from Oxford 
University, and has taught at the famed Makere University in Uganda. He 
has the credentials. 


Fortunately, however, he doesn't let his academic training get in the 
way. The program's narration is not only accessible, it is also pure 
poetry. And this narration is combined with some of the most beautiful 
and vibrant footage of Africa and its people ever seen on American TV. 

Listen to this from the segment on African lifestyles: “Every African 
society has two principals that guide it: a strong moral code that gives us 
values and a sense of direction, and a feeling of belonging that.comes 
from shared ancestry.” Dr. Mazrui then continues. “In a continent 
steeped in artificiality, the African family is more real than many of our 
countries, which were colonially made, more real than tribalism manipu- 
lated by opportunistic politicians ... The family in Africa is vibrant in its 
emotions, compelling in its loyalty. It is alive and well...” 

At a time when Bill Moyers and others are indicating that the Black 
family is synonymous with endless poverty, ignorant complacency,and 
irresponsible laziness, a program such as this probably would cause 
concern in some quarters. This is not “Tarzan,” or “Out of Africa.” 

It is easy to see why the NEH chairperson thought “The Africans" 
moved, as she said, ‘from distressing moment to distressing moment." 
Just by way of identification, Ms. Cheney was appointed by President 
Reagan last spring. 

She received her doctorate in the area of 19th Century British Litera- 
ture. She was also formerly Senior Editor of The Washingtonian, a 
monthly publication popular with Washington's Georgetown set. Just so 


you'll get a sense of her perspective 


Ms. Cheney was not, however, alone.in her virulent opposition to the 
program. John Corry, reviewer for the New York Times, had this to say, 


The Africans’ is an exercise in moralism, obsessed by its own higher 


truth: Western values are pernicious; Western society is, and always has 


been, corrupt.’ 


Corry then quarrels over the program's figures.on how many Egyp-~ 
tians died. building the Suez Canal and how many African siaves died 


during the slave trade. He ends by-labeling the serie: 4 ‘ pretentious 
fraud.” 

Okay. Let's get something straight. We can debate ali cay jong whose 
figures we will use or which noted African scholar is more vatid. All of this 
is beside the point. The real point is that this is the first series on the 
African continent to be done from an African-centric point of view ...and 
it is well done. 

As all history is a matter of.interpretation, this is Africa interpreted, at 
long last, by an African. And the factis, thiissimply does not set very well 


_ with those who remain captive to an exclusively European point of view. 


“The Africans" is a superb series which needs -- and deserves -- our 
support. .

The setting was a mystical jun- 
gle, brilliantly depicted by 
detailed backdrops, moving 
scrims, and ornate costumes.

Franklin County Republican 
solidified their grip on the 
county governmental machin- 
ery of Nov 4, as they won 
races fr commissioner, audi- 


tor and recorder by comforta- . 


ble margins over their Demo- 
cratic opponents and captured 
several judgeships in which 
judges were appointed by Gov. 
Celeste. 

Commissioner Jack Foulk 
turned back the challenge‘ of 
Democrat John Kennedy; aud- 
itor Palmer McNeal defeated 
Douglas Andrews; and recorder 
Joseph Testa upeneed chal- 
lenger Steven Toth. 

In Congress, 10-term 
incumbent Chalmers P. Wylie 
was expecting a tough fight for 


re-election from David Jack- 
son, the former Director of 
Health for the Celeste adminis- 
tration. Jackson ran a hard- 
hitting, well-financed cam- 
paign in which he charged that 
Wylie was tied to banking spe- 
cial interest. However, Wylie 
easily triumphed over his 
opponent, rolling up 63 per- 
cent of the vote against 37 per- 
cent for Jackson. Fellow 
incumbent Republican John 
Kasich also won handily, out- 
polling Democrat Tim Jochim 
with more than 72 percent of 
the vote. 

Democrats had tried to make 
the Republican dominance of 
all the major county offices an 
issue, with John Kennedy 
attacking what he called the

How- 
ever, money remains a prob- 
lem; the corporation has little 
for development. 

Cheek said the corporation 
is “looking around for different 
resources,” including state and 
commercial funds, for its 
development activities. 

The I-670 Corridor Devel- 
opment Corporation will have 
broad powers to achieve its 
goals of the development of the 
corridor and the utilization of 
minorities in that development, 
Cheek stated. 

An ordinance passed by the 
Columbus city council in July 
gives the corporation the right 
to monitor zoning Changes in 
the corridor area, and make 
recommendations-tn addition;

She said she was fired from her 
job the same day the suit was 
filed against ther employer. 
She told The CALL & POST 
that she is considering further 
legal action ‘against St. 
Anthony. 

Austin’s attorney, Larry R. 
Zingarelli could not be reached 
for comment at CALL & POST 
edition time.. 

According to the lawsuit, in 
February, 1981, Austin sus- 
tained a work-related injury, 
which caused continuing pain 
and disability for her. 

On or about Jan. 14, 1986, 
plaintiff and defendant were 
notified of the decision of a 
hearing officer for the Indus- 
trial Commission of Ohio to 
allow workers’ compensation 


benefits for the plaintiff, 


according to the suit. 

The suit says on or about 
June 25, of this year, the par- 
ties were notified of the deci- 
sion of the board of Industrial 
Commission to affirm the 
award of benefits. 

Attorney Zingarelli contends 
that since Austin initiated her 
actign for benefits before the 
commission, the hospital 
administration has on several 


occasions reduced her work . 


hours and earnings to her 
obvious detriment. 

Nursing Resource Coordina- 
tor Sandra J. Sass, said in a 
Sept. 18 letter to Austin, “You 
will be paid all the available 
vacation, however, once this 
paid time runs out, you will be 
on unpaid status.

A bitter fight over the future 
and direction of the Neighbor- 
hood Development Corpora- 
tion was played out in front ofa 
bankruptcy judge on Nov. 4, as 
the court heard the reorganiza- 
tion plea of four of the corpora- 
tions under NBC. 

The action, which was 
pushed by NDC chairman 
Daisy. Flowers, was bitterly 
Oppased by a faction of the 
NDC board led by Elminie 
Rickman. However, Flowers 
and Ker attorney, former bank- 
ruptcy court judge Grady Pet- 
tigrew, contend that the bank- 
ruptcy action was necessary to 
save the integrity of the 
project. 

Rickman has charged that 
she- knew nothing of the deci- 
sion to hire Pettigrew, and that 
the action was taken without 
the authority of the board. 
Rickman also said that the 
NOC board has voted to 
replace Flowers as manager of 
the corporation ‘because 
things are going downhill and 
getting worse ali the time.”
